PHILADELPHIA, Pa., Jan. 31.—The Beth 
Eden, the finest Baptist church in the city, 
and Horticultural Hall, the largest public 
hall in this city, are to-night only empty 
shells, with four walls. standing, and the 
American Academy of Masic, which adjoins 
the Hall, was only saved for a certainty by a 
fortunate change in the wind. As it was, the 
heat cracked the Academy windows, and its 
roof was often covered by the flying sparks. 
The fire started as it usually does in 
churches.

PENSION BOUNTY CLAIMS. 


Petition for Faster Payment—W hole- 
sale Frauds—Waste of the People’s 
Taxes-—A Five Hundred Million Jeb 
~The Ex-Parte System—Temptation 
to Fraud and Perjury—Report of Com- 
missioner Bentley.

WasuInGton, D. C., Jan. %.—Mr. E. B. 
Loring, of Boston, called on President Hayes 
to-day. in compauy with Senator Hoar, and 
presented memorials from nearly all the 
Grand Army posts in the Department of 
Massachusetts, urging Congressional action 
to provide such legislation as may be 
necessary to secure a speedy settle- 
ment of the pension claims now 
pending in the Pension’ Ofte. Mr. 
Loring and Senator Hoar urged the 
President to forward the memorials to Con- 
gress, accompanied by a special message in- 
viting the attention of that body to the neces- 
sity of legisiation upon the subject. Mr. 
Loring is a member of John A. Andrew 
Post, G. A. R., and has been instructed by 
that Post to visit Washington and make a 
thorough investigation of the various plans 
proposed for the relief of pension claimants. 
It it were not so near the end of the 
present Congress there would be a 
probability of something being done both to 
relieve the overburdened Pension Office and 
to enact preventive legislation against fraud- 
ulent pension claims. 

The fact that about $18,000,000 will be re- 
quired to meet pension deficiencies for the 
current year revives the talk of frauds com- 
mitted against the Government and against 
worthy applicants for pensions. The present 
system is acknowledged by everybody, except 
the claim agents, to be a very faulty one. 
The following oe a which is said to be true 
in every essen particular, is told as an 
example of the frauds which are possible 
under the present system: 

A gallant Irishman served during the War 
ina New England regiment, and when the 
War was over left the service in as sound 
condition as when he entered it. A few 
years later he became a Fenian. and served 

in the Fenian “army,” which 

erossed the border at St. Albans 
to invade Canada. In the exposure incident 
to that bloody campaign the Lrishman con- 
tracted the gout, from which, it is said, he 
has suffered more or less since. When 
Arrearages of Pensions law was enacted the 
Irishman -conceived the happy thought of 
apply for a pension. He got up his evi- 
dence with great care, so that ould be 
no flaw in it, and sent his application to 
Washington. The evidence apogee’ to be 
sufficient and conclusive, and pension 
was granted.

KENTUCKY MURDER JUSTICE. 

The verdict in the case of Thomas Buford 
forthe murder of Judge Eliott, which has 
just been delivered at Owentun, Ky., is an- 
other instance of the insecurity of human 


life and the disregard of justice which ob- 


tains, and always has obtained, in that State. 
Several hundred murders have been com- 


‘mitted in Kentucky during the past ten 
| years, and not a single white man has ever 


been hanged. Negroes fare differently. Jus 
tice is rigidly’ enforced in their cases, and 
sometimes is even stretched a little to accom- 
modate them; but the white man who slays 
another, apparently, is gullty of uo offense by 
the Kentucky code, as interpreted by Ken- 
tucky jurers. The murder for which this 
man Buford was brought to trial was of no 
ordinary character. It was not only the 
taking of human life, but it was the assasina- 
tion of a Judge who had done his duty, a 
blow at justice itself, a cowardly, dastardly 
act which plainly said, No Judge in Ken- 
tucky shall render a decision in accord- 
ance with iaw witnout forfeiting his life. 
The cause of this cold-blooded murder 
was that Judge Eliott, in the trial of a civil 
gult to which Buford was a party, had ren- 
dered judgment against him by affirming the 
decision of the lower Court, whereupon Bu- 
ford waited for him in the street, as he was 
going to dinner with the associate Judges, 
and shot him dead. The murderer was 
brought to trial. The case against him was 
as open and clear as the daylight, and if he 
had been tried upon its merits no jury on 
earth could have failed to conyict him with- 
out stultifying itself. So the convenient 
plea of insanity was interposed. The evi- 
dence in this direction was, first, that he was 
a violent and sentimental man; but if vio- 
lence and sentimentality are signs of insan- 
ity, how many sane men are there in the 
community? Second, that he was accus- 
tomed to weep at his sister’s grave, and swear 
vengeance upon her enemies. All this might 
be: but wherein does his affection 
for his sister or his arief over her 
wrongs, if she had them, constitute in- 
sanity or exeuse for the murder of 
aman performing his duty? Third, that he 
thought Jesus Christ and Napoleon Bona- 
parte the two greatest men that ever lived. 
Other men haye had a similar belief, and 
beliefs a thousand times more extraordinary, 
and were good citizens who obe yed the laws, 
respected the rights of their neighbors, did 
not shed blood, and were never accounted 
insane, or even eccentric. Lastly, Buford 
was claimed to be insane because he had a 
propensity for shooting people who disagreed 
with him. If this be a form of insanity, then 
Buford belonged to a class of insane who 
deserve hanging, as it is not generally con- 
sidered to be a tenable proposition in moral 
ethics that B has the right to kill A because 
A does not believe as B does, and hanging is 
the bast remedy to prevent the spread of this 
very absurd notion. If such is the status of 
moral ideas in Kentucky, then the Court and 
jury who have saved this murderer from the 
halter, which he so richly deserved, are to be 
heartily congratulated, because, if they had 
convicted him, he would have been justified in 
shooting Judge and jury for disagreeing 
with him. For appearance sake the mur- 
derer will be placed in an insane asylum, 
from which of course he will be shortly ro- 
leased as cured, and as he has a propensity 
for shooting people, of course the first per- 
son who passes between the wind and his 
chivalry will be shot, as murder is not a pun- 
ishable crime in Kentucky, provided only 
the murderer is white. 

The upshot of this case only emphasizes 
what has been so frequently charged against 
Kentucky justice—namely: that there is no 
respect for human life in that State, and that 
murder, with cause or without cause, entails 
no compensating penalty, At-present the laws 
are held in contempt, Juries either sympa- 
thize with murderers or they fear violence 
from their relatives if they convict 
them. And so it has come that 
this man Buford, who is guilty of one of the 
most cold-blooded murders that ever dis- 
graced the annals of any State, escapes, and 
his victim, an honest, upright Jadge, who 
had performed his duty, remains unavenged 
of justice. itis to be hoped, however, that 
this case will end the horrible and ghastly 
travesty which has been performed so many 
times in the Kentucky Courts. It is encour- 
aging that this verdict has aroused a feeling 
of indignation among the law-abiding citi- 
zens and the respectable newspapers of the 
State, It should be awarning to them. The 
jury in the Buford case are not so much to 
blame as the laxity of justice which permits 


such verdicts and the low stage of popular 


sentiment which indorses them. A great 
work has to be done before this popular sen- 
‘ment can be revolutionized, but there is no 
better time to commence the crusade than 
the present, while this horrible farce upon 
justice is fresh in mind. Kentucky cannot 
afford many more such verdicts.

WISCONSIN'S PROPOSED LAW OF LIBEL. 
A bill has been introduced into the Wis- 
consin Legislature purporting to modify and 
ameliorate the existing law of libel. The 
most important section of the bill reads as fol-

jure, or even in eus of negligence, the dam- 


ages to which the person injured is entitled 
are limited to those actually sustained. Ex- 
emplary damages are not permitted when 
the responsible persons have been guilty of 
no willful neglect, have been actuated by no 
malicious purpose or intent, or where they 
afterwards have done what they could to 
remedy the wrong. 

Publishers of newspapers ask no exemp- 
tion from the pénalties of intentional and 
malicious wrong-doing, When libel sults 
are instituted for the purpose of vindicating 
character which has been unjustly assailed, 
and when the publisher, satisfied that he was 
in error and had dene a wrong, has made 
proper correction, and has shown that the 
publication was not malicious, dut was the 
result of deception, inadvertence, accident, 
or mistake, a verdict of six cents is as ample 
a vindieation of the pisintitf’s character as 
if the verdict was 96,000. But when, by the 
construction of statutes and the rulings of 
Courts, publishers are held equally responsi- 
ble under all circumstances, and where mal- 
ice is presnmed, when evidence of mistake, 
accident, inadvertence, and prompt correc- 
tiem upon notice are not accepted as exclud- 
ing all beyond aetual damages, there is an 
oppressive and unjust discrimination against 
the newspapers, and a rule applied to them 
which is unknown te all others who may un- 
intentionally do a wrong or injury. 

What the press asks is, that it be allowed to 
show to the jury the absence of malice; to 
explain all the circumstances under which 
the alleged libel was published; to show that 
it was published by accident, or in spite of 
reasonable precautions; that it was the result 
of erroneous information, a confounding of 
names, or the mistake of persons, or any of 
the countless circumstances which environ 
all newspaper publications, and upon this 
presentation of all the facta to leave the 
question of damages to a jury of twelve citi- 
zens. in ninety-nine cases out of a hundred 
the jury will return a proper verdict. 

What is needed is not a atatute defining 
the circumstances under which a jury may 
or may not award exemplary damages; it 
would be impossible to define in any statute 
all the conditions and circumstances under 
which publications technically or otherwise 
libelous are made; but what is needed is, 
that the publisher shall be free to explain to 
the jury ali the eireumstances under which 
the alleged libel was published, the why, the 

herefore, and the manner in which it was 

ne, and the efforts made to retract, dis- 
claim, or correct the wrong or injury, and 
thus, having all the facts presented to the 
jury, leave them to determine as sensible 
men Whatever in justice ana reason is due 
from the publisher to the aggrieved party. 

The history of the law of libel is the rec- 
ord of a continuous struggle between the 
public, represented by the press, and the 
Courts. The people have. from time to time 
placed in their constitutions and declarations 
of rights certain broad principles of free- 
dom, under which the press has grown in 
power and usefulness, but even these have 
been narrowed and cramped by the Courts to 
the smallest proportions. All the press asks 
is, that the general principles of justice—the 
same rules which govern all other cases of 
alleged wrong and injury, intentional and 
unintentional—shall be applied to actions 
of Übel; that actual damages shall be com- 


pensated, but that publishers shall not be. 


subjected to penalties and punishments un- 
less, upon the presentation of the whole facts, 
they be guilty of malicious purpose and in- 
tent. All publishers ask is, that juries be al- 
lowed to hear the defense as to the actual 
facts of the alleged wrong-doing. They do 
not want any new statutes, to be construed 
and twisted and distorted to make them con- 
form to a long list of precedents dating back 
several centuries, when any publication was 
of itself a libel in judicial estimation,

THOMAS CARLYLE 
DYING. 

Loxpox, Jan. 31.— Thomas Carlyle is be- 
lieved to be slowly sinking. An intimate 
friend saw him yesterday, but is deubtful 
whether Carlyle recognized him. He passed 
a quiet night, but is very weak. Thomas 
Carlyle was born in 17% at Ecelefechan, a 
small village in Dumfriesshire, where his 
father was a farmer. At the age of 14 he en- 
tered the University of Edinburg, and passed 
through the regular course of study. He ro- 


' mained at the University seven years after 


completing the course, and determined to de- 
vate his life to literature, He commenced 
his literary carrer in 1823, by contributing to 
the Edinburg Encyclopedia some able arti- 


up his success by articles for the Review, 
of that city. ‘Translations eccupled his 
attention for some time, and he gave 
the public the geometry of Legendre 
and Goethe's Wilhelm Meister.“ The 
Lite of Schiller” followed, bee pub- 
lished as a serial in a London magazine. In 
1827 he married, Between 1830 and 1838 he 
was engaged upon Sartor Resartus,” and 
in 1887 “ ‘he French Revolution“ appeared. 
In 1840 he lectured on“ Hero Worship,“ which 


essays were afterwards publiahed in book 
| form. 


In 1843 appeared his Past and Pre 
ent ''; in 1848 the “ Latter-Day Pamphiets"’; 
in 1850, his “Life of John Sterling.” His 
great work was Ollver Cromwell's Life and 
Speeches,“ which was published in 1645. In 
1857 Mr. Carlyle was appointed Trustee of 
the National Portrait Gallery. In 1864 ap- 
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peared his “ Life of Frederick the Great, 


aud in 1865 he became Rector of the Univer- 


' sity of Edinburg. In 1879 he declined the 


Grand Cross of the Order of the Bath. For 


| the last few years he has been in frail health, 


and has refrained from the severe labor of 
the student and autbor, conteuting himself 


| with visite from his admirers and his fame,

TAX FRAUDS. 


The County Clerk Bises to Explain. 
To the Editor of The Chicago Tribune. 
County CLEeRk'’s Orrrce, Curcaco, Jan. 31.— 
Being fully aware that you would not inten- 
tionally publish anything which would unjustly 
reflect upon the administration of any public 
office, I deem it due to truth to advise you con- 


cerning certain facts in rciation to the dropped 
in your issde of this 


morning. | 

The facts are, that, about the time the taxes 
were being extended in 1878, it was discovered 
that some of the forfeitures of former years 


ot 18T7 and previous years. These omissions had 
occurred in the several Warrants extending 
back to the time of the great fre, and possibly 
before thai time, and it was decided tu have a 
thorough examination of all the previous tax- 
warrants then in the office as soon as the then 
pressing work was accompiished. In compli- 
ance with this purpose, two experts were set at 
work to glean up these dropped forfeitures, and, 
in the course of three or four months’ labor, 
discovered over $70,000 of suct taxes, which were 
carried forward in the warrants of 1070 in all 
the city books, where most of them occurred: 
but owmg to a decision of the Supreme Court of 
the State, requiring the interest to be computed 
for each year separately.—that is, not com- 
pounded,—it was found to be impossible to get 
them ull computed forthe country towns in 
time to give the Collectors ir books without 
consum the whole time wed ba to 
them fur making col) 

After consultation with the County Attorney, 
County Treasurer, and a Committ 
ty Board, it was determined to dei 
ranw to the coun Collectors for 
year, and to add the forfeitures in such 
towns to the warrants for the taxes of 1880, and 
which is now about completed. Large amounts 
of these forfeitures have been paid within the 
last year, and all will be finally collected, which 
were not attached to property exempt law, 
but by mistake, overzeal, or incompetente of 
Assessors had been embraced ta their returns. 

Thus the County Clerk shuuld bave credit for 
diligence, instead of censure, in this matter of 
rorfeitures. 

It is due, in justice to his predecessors, to say 
that the dropping of such forfeitures are not 
necessarily chargeable to any criminal) negli 
genee, but were largely owing to undecided 9 8 
peuls from the County Court, and other equal 


Controlling circumstances, and possibly in some 


instances to the incompetence or negiigence of 
some of the many cierks engaged in extending 
the taxes in the warrants. 

You and the public well know that in the best- 
managed commercial bouses, banks, and public 
Offices losses are sometimes made throu the 
delinquency of one or more of their trusted em- 
ployés, but I do not believe that the public will 
lose a dollar by anything which bas wrongfully 
occurred in the revenue department this 
Office during the present admiuistration of its 
affairs; but, on the contrary, that largely reduced 
expen with increased revenue has been its 
ruling policy. 4 

It is not my ＋ — to condemn any just 
criticism of public o or officers by the news- 
paper press, because I think that it exertsa 
powerful influence in preserving the integrity 
of both; but it shoula not be forgotten that in 
their praiseworthy zeal reporters frequently 
draw unjust conclusions from imperfectly un- 
derstood facts not a eos ena 4 imparted to 
them by officious but ill-informed subordinates. 

One of the misfortunes of the average human 
mind is that it seizes upon a theory often formed 
upon a very few or impertectly understood 
facts, and seeks to suatain that theory,by tortur-

THE OBJECT OF THE BILL, 
manifestly, is to separate the classes of prop- 
erty from which State and county revenues 
are to be derived, so as to prevent the clash- 
ing of the several interests and the gross in- 
justice which, it is claimed, results from the 
operation of the present law. In other words, 
it classifies the property from which State 
taxes are to be derived, and releases all other 
property from taxation for State purposes, 
doing away with any real and actual! neces- 
sity for a State Board of Equalization and 
leaving the pro in counties to be as- 
sessed upon a fair valuation without its be- 
ing subjected to a disproportionate amount 
for State-taxes. 

The assessed value of all taxable property 
in the State in 1880, as shown by the figures 
of the State Board of Equalization, was 
$736,616,304, and the ‘assessed value of farm 
lands and property $458,925,900. The farm- 
ers of Lilinois, in other words, pay about 

per cent of all the taxes collected 
in IIlinois, State and county,—a rank 
injustice, it is .claimed, to a class of 
men who do not derive one-tenth of the ben- 
efit from the State that other classes of prop- 
erty-owners do. Again, under the present 
system of taxation, a disproportionately large 
burden falls upon real estate as compared 
with other kinds of property. The total as- 
sessment upon 1 and towns lots was 
$580,665,765, as against $170,317,500 for all 
other classes of property. In other words, 
the real property of the State pays more than 
70 per cent of all the taxes, while it does not 
occasion one-twentieth part of the expense 
of State or County Government. 

PRACTICAL WORKINGS. 


Out of the total equalized value of proper- 
ty for 1880 of $786,616,; the asse value 
of railroad 7 n the State was 
$47,567,230. The Linegar bill relieves 
this latter amount from taxation for 
county and municipal purposes, while 
it relieves from State taxation 8730, 240, 144. 
é gives the several counties the benefits of 
it. The total assessed value of taxable prop- 
erty in Adams County, for instance, was 
$17,189,806, and the equalized assessed value 
of railroad property $1,075,308. In Adams 
County, under the Linegar bill, the latter 
amount would be relieved from county taxes, 
while $16,174,508 would be released from 
State taxation. In Cook County, coming 
nearer home, the assessed valueof all classes 
of property was $148,982,298, and the assessed 
value of railroad property $5,302,738. Under 
the operation of the Linegar bill $5,302,738 
would be released from municipal taxation 
and $143,679,655 from State taxation, the State 
revenue coming from the percent tax on 
the gross receipts of the railroads, whose 
property is assessed at 83,302,738. The 
amount of taxes paid by the railroads in IIII- 
nois in 1879, as reported by the Railroad 
and Warehouse Commission, was about 
4 percent upon the equalized value of all 
railread property in the State. Their gross 
earnings for 1880 were $48,461,221, which 
would make the aggregate percentage on 
railroad property. under the operation of the 
Line ili, about 3% per cent.

The local companies, therefore, will 
hardly oppose the bill, for the reason that it 
puts them and their foreign rivals upon the 
same basis as regards taxation and thus 
practicality evens the thing up. 

The above, in brief, are some of the points 
which are being urged in favor of the bill, 
and the discussions on it in committee and 
on the floor of the House are apt to be both 
extended and interesting as the session ad- 
vauces. 

SUPREME COURT CONSOLIDATION. 

The scheme to consolidate the Supreme 
Court has already been partially blocked by 
the sharp tactics of the several interests 
which are desirous of having it moved around 
the State on wheels. The bill was referred 
the other day to the House Committee on 
Judicial Department, and about the first 
thing that organization did was to 
adopt the rule that the bill wasn’t to 
be taken up in committee unless all the 
members were present. Buf Williams, the 
sresent Democratic statesman from Mt. 

ernon, where the Court is now compelled 
to go occasionally, is on the Committee, and, 
unless the rule is rescinded, as it should be 
the next time the Committee meets, has it in 
his power to prevent a full attendance by 
simply remaining away from Committee 
meetings. 

A LITTLE SCHEME NIPPED. 

The House Committee on Canal and River 
{mprovements has got its eyes open to an in- 
sidious scheme in the interest of a ferry 
company which manipulates the Mississippi 
River between East St. Louis and St. Louis, Mo.

The Ice Cuts a Hole in Her Side 


Vessel and Cargo Totally 
Lost. 


The Crew and Passengers, Numbering 
Twenty-seven, Saved by the 
Small Boats. 


Reception of the News in Chicago--His- 
tory of the Vessel Her Cargo 
— Insurance. 
MILWAUKEE, 
Special Dispatch to The Chicago Tribune. 

MILWAUKEE, Wis., Jan. 31.—This commu- 
nity has been greatly agitated to-day overa 
marine disaster of no mean proportions. The 
Northern Transportation Company’s propel- 
ler St. Albans, Capt. Edward Casey, was 
sunk in Lake Michigan twenty-five miles 
northeast of this port yesterday afternoon. 
The crew and passengers, numbering in al! 
twenty-seven, made their way hither in two 
life-boats and two yawis. Not a life was 
lost, and, although several of the sailors are 
severely frozen, it is to-night thought that 

ALL WILL BECOVER. 

The St. Albans was a propeller of 435 tons. 
She was built at Cleveland in 1870, and re- 
built at Port Huron last season. Her port 
of register was Grand Haven. Clearance was 
made from this port early Sunday morning 
for budington, and she carried six passengers 
and a crew of twenty-one. Her cargo con- 
sisted of 2,800 barrels of flour and four head 
of live stock. The passengers are Andrew 
Clark, Ludington ; Josephine Miller, Milwau- 
kee; Carrie Brown, Milwaukee; Lottie Mar- 
ceon, Ogdensburg; Christina Kull, Luding- 
ton; and One man whose name is unknown, 
he having left the rest of the survivors as 
soon as they landed. 

THE CREW ARE: 
Captain, Edward Casey; First Mate, Thomas 
Leahy; Second Mate, Joseph Boyd; First 
Engineer, Albert Calder; Second Engineer, 
John Ferris; firemen, Peter Lemaire and 
Henry Davis; wheelsmen, Thomas McGuire 
and W. H. Brown: porter, P. F. Collett;

The names of the other 
three of the crew are unknown. About half- 
past 10 in the forenoon a leak was discovered 
aft, and the water made startling headway. 
The pumps were set to work, and, 
when it was found that the water 
was gaining, the propeller was put 
about in the hope of getting back to Milwau- 
kee. The break was caused by floating ice, 
which thickly covered the surface of the 
water the entire distance out. Despite the 
best exertions at the pumps, it was soon ap- 
parent that the vessel could not ride the 
water long, and, as soon as the fires had been 
extinguished, the Captain 
ORDERED THE FOUR BOATS LOWERED. 
Most of the wardrobes and the lighter valu- 
ables belonging tw the St. Albans were packed 
in, together with all the bedding that it was 
practicable to carry. The Captain brought 
ten persons with him in one of the boats, the 
First Mate five, First Engineer six, and the 
First Wheelsman two. It was 12:30 when 
they abandoned the vessel, and she was left 
in 150 feet of water, directly east of Port 
Washington. They were in the boats from 
noon Sunday until the middle of this fore- 
noon. The wind blew an average of thirty 
miles an hour, and it was bitterly cold. 
ALL BEHAVED WITH COOLNESS AND BRA- 
VERY, ' 
although they had little hope of reaching 
land, and, had the wind not been blowing in, 
they would have never been saved. Twice 
they signaled passing steamers by firing 
pistols and wavme torches, but they were 
not observed. By daylight they were in 
sight of Milwaukee, all alive but wet 
through, and several in a critical condition 
from the long exposure. They were hero- 
ically working their way through the ice in 
the bay when persons at the Northwestern 
Depot discovered them. 


THE RESCUE 
was slowly made, but they were finally land- 
ed, and eighteen made comfortable in the 
Life-Saving Station, and the remainder at the 
Newhall. William Robinson, Thomas Mc- 
Guire, and Lottie Marceon are the only ones 
who are not now out of danger. 

The loss on the vessel is $25,000, and that 
on the cargo $21,000. Both were insured.

flour and merchandise, sunk Sunday about 
twenty miles out. A later dispatch 
stated that the vessel sprung a leak and 
went down near Port Washington at 10a. 
m. Sunday. The crew and passengers were 
saved. Two small boats were in the icea 
long time, and the men suffered greatly from 
cold, but were finally rescued. The St. 
Albans came out .

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CHOLERA. 


Gov. Blackburn, of Kentueky. Predicts 
a Season of the Epidemic, and Points 
Out a Preventive. 

Dispatch to Cincinnati Enquirer. 
FRANKFORT, Ky., Jan. 28.—Gov. Blackburn, of 

Kentucky, is an authority upon fever and 

cholera epidemics. in a conversation with his 

Excellency yesterday he told the Enquirer that 

he looked for a cholera epidemic soon. Indeed, 

he expected it earlier than this. It was now in 

Chicago in a mild form called cholerine, and we 

might as well prepare ourselves. 

This startling announcement had a very thrill- 
ing effect upon the writer, who was all alone 


— — 


with the Governor in his private office, and so, 


receiving the full benefit of the remark, felt 
that it was a solemn warning, to which Mother 
Suipton's prophecy could not hold a candle, In 
answer to questions, the Governor unfolded his 
theory. He said it never failed that a cholera 
epidemic followed upon the heels of an influen- 
za epidemic. “We have just had that. Men 
and horses have suffered from it. The 
influenza epidemics are duetotoo the great 
proportion of ozone im the atmosphere, 
and the deficiency of it is the con- 
dition for cholera. Nature is constantly 
running to extremes, and excess of ozone is 
followed bya deficiency. 1 certainly have,” 
continued the Doctor-Governor, * expect- 
ing cholera to make its appearance if this sec- 
tion, and now that it has appeared in Chicago it 
is more than likely that we shall haveit. But,” 
said he, “there is an infallible preventive for 
cholera. What water do you drink?’ asked the 
Governor, suddenty. Recalling the few times I 
had taken water as a beverage,1 boidiy an- 
swered cistern-water, altogether. “Then you 
will not have the cholera. People who 
drink cistern and freestone water aito- 
gether never have had and never will have 
the cholera. Why, Dr. Bell, of Louisville, would 
give 1 tooth in his head to find a case of 
cholera where the patient had been confined to 
cistern and freestone water asadrink. I defy 
the whole world to showacase. 1 have been 
trying for thirty years to get to ap- 
point a commit to investigate this matter, 
and lay down some rules to be followed by the 
Boards of Health throv t — country, but

In most cases the 
connection between the waste-pipe and the 
wooden box was 80 carelesly made that the 
refuse ran over the box and down its sides into 
the cellar, and even the cellar walls were cov- 
ered with it. The water-closets in these tene- 
ments were situated in the cellar, but, witha 
single exception, they were found not to be in 
working order. Each was incased in a solid set- 
ting of ice, and filled to overflowing with stops 
and garbage, and there was that upon the cellar 
floors which abundantly testified to the straits 
in which the unfortunate tenants had been 
placed by the disarrangement of the necessary 
commodity. 

Up-stairs in No. 287—the first of the tenements 
visited—the lady compiained of the odors which 
arose from her sink, which resulted from the 
decomposition ot animal and vegetable matter 
in the box which received the contents of the 
waste- pipe. 

The up-stairs tenant in the house 
south said that she had lived in the 
y and that the catch- n had 
not been cleaned in that time. She spoke with 
considerable feeling upon the subject of the cel- 
lar’s condition, and said that the landiord had 
been appealed to to remedy the matter, but had 
paid no attention to the nest.

CALIFORNIA POLITICS. 


Interview with United States Senator 
Miller. 

The Hon. J. 8. Miler, the recently elected 
Senator from California, arrived in Chicago yes- 
terday and stopped at the Palmer House.

FINANCIAL. 


Stocks opened weak in spots, rallied, but weak- 
ened again, and closed decidediy soft. Advices 
‘from New York stated that operators there were 
selling large amounts of stock. The leading 
New York stock operators bave been bears for 
weeks. They have repeatedly tried the experi- 
ment of selling, but huve been worsted every 
time. Their present attitude is that of waiting 
for an opportunity to attaek the market. Noth- 
ing has yet been made public that would give 
them the desired leverage,—that is, nothing 
that the public can see. But the insiders 
will see causes for decline before the 
general public are allo to see them. One of 
the things that would-be are waiting for is 
the passage of a 3% instead of a 3 per cent ro- 
funding bill. The difference between the two 
rates on Government bonds would be equiva- 
lent to a decline of 10 to 14 per cent in the pres- 
ent prices of stock, assuming that these are 
keyed up to the 3 per cent basis. Discouraging 
reports are getting into circulation about rail- 
road earnings. In the second and third weeks 
of January there was a decrease in the 
earnings of a number of roads. The 
severe weather is responsible for this. Nootber 
unfavorable signs are visible, except that there 
has been some overspeculation, and that prices 
have reached a pointat which investors refuse 
to buy. In business yesterday brokers reported 
that it was not possible to sell large amounts of 
stock except at a concession. There was some 
selling of long stock in Chicago, but very little 
selling for a deciine. There is a large and intel- 
ligent party in the market who believe a reac- 
tion is on us, and expect it to be sharp and se- 
vere. But even these do not doubt that ultimate- 
ly much higher prices will be made, unless some 
great calamity, of which there is no porteat, 
brings the prosperity of the country to a halt. 

The only stocks that advanced were Morris & 
Essex (, to 122%; Reading 144, to 63% ; Atiantic & 
Pacific 1. to 48; American Union 1, to 83; Ontario 
& Western X. to 41%. Everything else on the 
active list went off.

The Financial Chronicle of Saturday, in its re- 
view of the stock market, noticed that there was 
jess buoyancy, more frequent fluctuatjons, but 
at the same time a tendency to higher rates ob- 
servable. No specially new influence has been 
at work, without it is that money, being very 
easy, and the opportuaity to employ it elsewhere 
seeming yery unpromising, the whole mass of 
speculators ia by necessity driven into Wall 
street, no chance offering to use their genius and 
their capital in any ot our staple produce mar- 
kets. Cotton seems determined not to go up, 
wheat is equally obatinate under the influence 
of prospective demand and supply, while every 
other commodity seems kept in subjection by 
the wholesome remembrance of last spring’s ex- 
perience. Not that mercantile business is not 
good, for it is very good; more than that, its 
conservative condition promises to keep it 
good. Eisewhere the Chronicle remarks that 
there is rather more appearance of artificial 
support, and the advance in prices is more spas- 
modic and more confined to specialties than in 
the general movement which has recently been 
experienced.

Dr. Hulbert read another paper on 
“Ethics,” giving the views of Herbert Spencer 
on the subject and answering in an able and 
argumentative way the points raised by Spencer 
to support his theory.

HYPNOTISM. 
New York Tribune, Jan. &. 
Dr. Wiltlam A. Hammond ‘lectured and per- 
f sonie interesting experiments yesterday 
afte n before the students of the University 
Medical College in East Twenty-sixth street. 
The amphitheatre was densely crowded with 
students and professors when the Doctor en- 
tered the room accompanied by four young men 
who had consentea to act as subjects. Dr. Ham- 
mond said he proposed to talk about hypnotism. 
The putting of persons in a bypnotic condition, 
in which they could feel no pain, was not a new 
experiment, he said, and he claimed uo orig- 
inality in the matter. It was first brought to 
the attention of the world seventy or eighty 
years ago by Mr. Mesmer, but, like many other 
things introduced by non-professional persons, 
it brought him more kicks than halfpence. The 
power of producing a hypnotic condition was 
in the individual subjected, not in the person 
who subjects. 2 certain however, 
were amenable to the experiment; about two in 
every ten men and tour in every ten women. 
Persons could be put in a hypnotic condition 
through different senses, but a simple way was 
to bold a piece of glass before a subject-—giass 
from a chandelier, for instance—and he would 
pass into the hypnotic state. This facuity was 
not confined to men and women, but existed also 
in animals. 

Last summer.“ continued Dr. Hammond, “I 
hypnotized crabs at Fulton Market. I stroked a 
dozen of them, and soon had them all stan 
on their beads. You could have clipped of their 
fins and they wouldn't have known it. You can 
hypnotize a frog, and, laying him on his back on 
the palm of your hand, rip him open with a pair 
of sciasors, and it won't hurt him. I have a den 
here that went into a hypnotic state ig ay ee | 
without having anything put before her to loo 
at.“ 


Dr. Hammond then took a ben out of a bag 
and pressed her head down on the table; she re- 
mained motionless. He said hypnotism was not
